Levering Tyson pledged him self to 
a ‘‘g rea ter M uhlenberg" today as he 
becam e th e college’s fifth president 
in 70 years.

Black said in firm tones that the 
public has heard the last from him 
on the K lan issue. 
W hen this statem ent is ended,” 
he said, "m y discussion of the ques­ 
tion is closed." 
T hus he drew about him self the 
traditional cloak oi silence of a 
Suprem e Court justice preparatory 
to undertaking his full judicial d u ­ 
ties when tire court resum es M onday 
after its sum im r recess.

Among his friends, he said, "are 
m any m em bers of th e colored race " 
"I have w atched th e progress of 
its m em bers w ith sym pathy and a d ­ 
m iration," 
he 
added. 
"C ertainly 
they are en titled to the full m easure 
cf protection accorded to the c iti­ 
zens of our country by oui C onstitu­ 
tion and o u r laws " 
He said also th a t some of his 
"best and m ost in tim ate friends are 
C atholics and Jew s.” 
Black began his first public u t­ 
terance as a justice w ith a reference 
to th e C onstitution as "th e suprem e 
law of th e land" an d a ch a racteriza­ 
tion of th e bill of rig h ts as "tin* 
h ea rt of th e C onstitution.” 
"T he constitutional safeguard to 
com plete liberty of religious belief." 
he said, "is a declaration of the 
greatest im portance to the future of 
A m erica aa a nation of free people. 
Any m ovem ent or action by any 
group th a t th rea ten s to bring about 
result inconsistent w ith this u n re­ 
stricted individual right is a m enace

harm ony between religious or racial 
groups in our country, th e occasion 
is not a n ordinary one 
Ii is e x tra ­ 
ordinary." 
He described the cam paign again: t 
his appointm ent to the court a: one 
"w hich fans th e flam er of prejudice 
and is calculated to create racial 
and religious h atre d .” 
Pleading ag ain st a resurgence of 
religious factionalism and its in ­ 
trusion into business, political and 
social life, he said: 
"To contribute my p a il in av e rt­ 
ing such a catastrophe in this land 
dedicated to tolerance and freedom 
I break w ith precedents of the past 
to talk with you tonight."
